- Yellow fever at Veracruz, Merida, and 
Maxcanu. 



The following information is received from Doctor Liceaga, presi- 
dent of the superior board of health, under date of December 2: 

During the week ended November 28, 1 new case of yellow fever 
occurred at Veracruz, 3 cases at Merida with 1 death, and 1 case at 
Maxcanu. 

Report from Salina Cruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessel. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon McPherson reports, December 1: 
During the period, November 16 to 30, inclusive, 1 steamship was 
inspected and fumigated. 

PERU. 

Report from Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Plague — 
Status of plague in Peru — Smallpox remaining at Lima — Case of 
plague in lazaretto at Iquique, Chile. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gutierrez reports, November 16: 

Week ended November 14. Three vessels were fumigated and 

granted bills of health. They carried an aggregate personnel of 154 

in the crew and 58 cabin and 25 steerage passengers. 

The following is the latest report on plague in Peru, received from 

the Director de Salubridad Publica: 
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Two cases of plague were reported in Callao to-day. Both have been 
isolated in the lazaretto. 

One smallpox patient is at present in the lazaretto at Lima. 

Bills of health from Chilean ports report that there was one conva- 
lescent case of plague in the lazaretto at Iquique November 1.
